Mr. Howell on “Disfranchisement.”’ 

During his discussion of the disfran- 
chisement question Mr. Howell referred to 
the fact that Georgia has already dis- 
franchised the negro more effectually than 
any other southern state has done. rie 
showed that Georgia has no negro office- 
holders, not even negro magistrates, nor 
does a negro hold any county office in 
the state. 

A man named Harper asked the 
only question that was forthcoming dur- 
ing the meeting. “You say there are 
no negroes in office in Georgia?’ Mr. 
YiarpéY “kKed. "Tiow about the legis- 
lature?’ ; 

“Y say there is no.’ a negro holding any 
county office in Georgia,’’ Mr. Howell Te- 
plied; “not even a magistrate, and there 
is only one of them in the legislature to- 
day, fewer than there have been since 
the days of reconstruction. (Applause and 
cheers.) 

“The county from which that single 
negro goes as representative.’ Mr. Howell 
continued, “has not one negro county of- 
fice holder or magistrate, ang no county 
in the state is more earnestly protesting 
today against this disfranchisement law 
than this one, because in it there are 
three educated negroes to one educated 
white man, and its people know if this 
law is enacted It will put the political 
control in the hands of the negroes, 
whereas now it is controlled by the 
whites. €Applause.) That's why that 
county is leading the opposition to this 
movement.” 

The Grandfather Clause Fraud. 

Mr. Howell showeq that the trouble 
with ‘North: Carolina which ied that 
state to adopt the disfranchisement law 
was the numerous Office holders with 
which it had to contend, not only negro 
magistrates and negroes in other Offices 
in whieh they came info contact with the 
white people, but even negro congress- 
men. This is an evil which Georgia has 
mot known and which had been and

has given testimony in the hearing for 
a new trial for Albert T. Patrick, con- 
victed murderer, has confessed that he 
committed perjury on the witness stand, 
according to an announcengent made 
by District Attorney Jerome today, The 
announcement made to Recorder 
Goff when the hearing was resumed. 

Jordan was arrested last night on the 
perjury charge. The district attorney told 
Recorder Goff that Jordan sent for him 
and yoluntarily made a confession in the 
presence of himself and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Garvan, The particular 
point on which the perjury charge was 
made was Jordan's denial on the stand 
that he had served a term of imprison- 
ment at Huntsville, Tex. In his confes- 
sion the district attorney said today Jor- 
dan admitted that he did serve a term 
at Huntsville. 

Ex-Judge Olcott, who appears in Pat- 
rick’s behalf at the heading, said that 
he regretted the circumstances, but said 
he was assured that no one connected 
with the defense of Patrick, either Judge 
Ralley or any one else, knew that Jor- 
dan had a prison record. 

Jordan was then called to the stand by 
the district attorney and repeated his: 
confession about his prison recurd. On 
cross-examination Jordan said he lied 
when asked about his prison record be- 
cause he was ashamed to acknowledge 
the disgrace. He has lived a right life 
for twenty-five years, he said. No one 
could bring anything else against him, 
he added, except arrests for drinking. 
That was his worst misfortune. All the 
other things he had testified on the 
stand here he declared were true. 

After giving his testimony Jordan was 
taken back to the Tombs. 

Indicted for Perjury. 

Later Jordan was indicted for perjury. 
He was arraigned and after pleading 
guilty was remanded until Monday for 
sentence. 

After Jordan left the stand at the Pat- 
rick hearing Thomas T. McNerney, an- 
other witness from Texas, was called by 
Mr. Jerome. McNerney said that a year 
ago he heard. Jones tell Jordan that he 
got out of the Patrick case and was 
going to stay out of it. Jones said on 
that occasion that Patrick had nothing 
to do with Rice's death, but that he 
(Jones) was hounded, harassed and bul- 
lyragged, threatened with imprisonment 
and the electric chair by the officers in 
New York and had to put the blame on 
Patrick to save himself 

“Do you remember any exact words 
that Jones used?” asked Mr. Jerome. 

“He said, ‘Patrick did not kill old man 
Rice. He died a natural death.’ 

Mr. Jerome asked McNerney whether 
Judge Wilson, of Texas, had ever brought 
accusations against him. McNerney an- 
swered that Judge Wilson had accused 
him, and then in reply to a question from 
Patrick’s eounse! said: 

“Judge Wilson said to.a jury that ff 
any lawyer wanted to complete his case 
he would advise him to go to Tom Me- 
Nerney. and his evidence machine.”

Heports received by The Constitu- 
tion last night from the various 
peach sections of the state indicate 
that unless the thermometer drops 
below 25 degrees during the night 
or this morning the crop will not Be 
damaged by the cold wave more than 
20 per cent.

Georgian Doesn't Want Rail-

Washington, February 27.—Mr. Clay 
in the senate today presented and had 
read from the desk proposed amendment 
to the rate bill which makes it unlawful 
for common carriers to own coal or oil 
lands, to deal in coal or oll, to attempt 
to monopolize the trade in those com- 
modities or to contro! the price. A pen- 
alty of imprisonment for from one to 
three years is provided. 

Mr. Daniel presented the credentials 
of his colleague, Senator Martin, for 
the senatorial term beginning on the 
4th of March, !907, which were read 
and placed on file. 

The senate agreed to 
statehood bill before adjournmem on 
Friday, March 9. The proposition (to 
take the vote at that time was made 
by Mr. Beveridge and there was little 
difficulty in reaching an understanding, 
The suggestion immediately followed a 
speech in support of the bill by Mr.

He repre- 
sented that his control could be main- 
tained by the purchase of $13,200 out of 
its $77,000 total capital stock. 

“A few days thereafter Mr. Daniel, 
mursuant to Mr.. Spencer's directions, 
took up this matter with Mr. Thompson. 
It developed that in order to enable Dan- 
iél to maintain the control it would not 
only be necessary to purchase $13,200 
worth of stock, but $11,500 of additional 
stock, making $24,700 of stock to be

HE ‘‘windiest’’ corner in _ Atlanta 
T has been transferred from . the 

Enghish-American building to 
Peachtree and Houston streets by the 
construction of the Candler building. 
The wind took its revenge for this en- 
forced transferring of its playground 
yesterday morning. 

In the days of yore there was usually 
a breeze of considerable velocity in mo- 
tion. around the old First Methodist 
church, but since that structure was 
replaced by the Candler building the 
architecural juxtaposition—or whatever 
it may be—has created a regular ‘‘flat- 
iron corner,’’ and yesterday a tornado 
raged. 

Boreas caught his breath in front of 
the Grand bullding, called out the num- 
bers for the mass formation and bore 
down upon the Candler building. 

One of the big plate glass windows of 
the Central Bank and ‘Trust Company 
gave way under the pressure. Dr. J. 8. 
Todd and E. 8. McCandless were struck 
in a hundred or more places by the 
glass. A painter, who Was performing 
his duty upon the ceiling, had his lad- 
der knocked from under him, while. all 
the bank clerks had to sit upon the 
money to keep it from blowing away. 

The glass was blown out at I! o'clock 
in the morning. It was insured. 


Windows Are Braced. 

About ten minutes before the window 
was broken Vice President W. H. Pat- 
terson, of the Central bank, was stand- 
ing directly beneath it. The wind at 
that time was blowing sufficiently hard 
to cause several of the windows to hend 
inward. Vice President Patterson di- 
rected attention to the windows and sug- 
gested that they be braced. 

He walked back to his private office. 
In the meantime the wind was appa- 
rently increasing in velocity. 

Dr. S. Todd and E. 8. McCandless 
entered the bank and engaged in a con- 
versation directly behind the window 
which was later broken. The particular 
window is one of those which faces 
Houston street. It is the one nearest 
the corner of Peachtree street. 

While Mr. McCandless and Dr. Todd 
were talking, there came a crash that 
sounded as if the entire building was 
giving away. 

The big window fell on them and all 
Large pieces of glass broke 
them and were. shattered into bits 
them.

The 
main scope of danger is the ad- 
vanced stage of the trees in many of 
the peach sections. The spring-like 
temperatures of February, while de- 
lightful to the man whose business is 
not regulated by the seasons, have 
inspired peach growers with a sense 
The buds have, 
in many instances, responded to the 
warmth of the sun and in districts 
about Barnesville and Fort Valley are 
reported as on the verge of bursting 
into bloom. 

Freedom from blight or disease and 
an unusual ‘tendency toward produc- 
tivity have given rise to hopes that 
the forthcoming yield may be in the 
nature of a record-breaker. The one 
fly in the ointment is the peril of a 
freeze. Should the frost-king attack 
the buds in their present sensitive 
state, the damag3 might be so heavy 
as to materially cut down the expec- 
tations of the current season. The 
main reliance of the growers has 
been the trust that the freezes inev- 
itable in the disappearance of winter 
would be so light and infrequent as 
to reduce the mischief to a slight 
minimum. Such wifl also be the 
hope of Georgians in every section of 
the state, since peaches have devel- 
oped into one of our most prolific 
sources of revenue. 

Peaches have reached the dignity 
of a great industry in Georgia in a 
period of little more than ten years’ 
duration. The record crop came in 
1904, when it aggregated 5,000 cars 
with a gross income in the neighbor- 
hood of $6,000,000. The yield last 
year was hardly as_ profitable by 
half, because of iate and disastrous 
freezes. 

- A bounteous yield of this beautiful 
and healthful fruit means employ- 
ment for many hundreds of men and 
women and children, and large profit 
to many individuals and companies 
that have invested big sums in or- 
chards. It means also great rejoicing
